NEW YORK, April 5 (AP)—A 
twin-engined non-scheduled cargo 
plane crashed in the densely pop- 
ulated .Queens section of New 

. York City today, bringing flaming 
havoc to homes and killing five 
persons. 

‘The big plane, its engines roaré 
ing; dived out of a rain-darkened 
sky and hit the earth with a 
thunderous explosion. 

It. ripped through the middle 
of one two-story frame house, 
glanced into a cruising police car, 
then barreled in blazing frag- 
ments into two other homes. 

Hurtling missiles and spewing 
gasoline spread fire and wreckage 
over a block-long area in the 
heart of the residential Jamaica 
section of Queens, 10 miles east 
of midtown New York. 

“It was like evérything in the 
world came to an end,” said Sam- 
uel Van Notrand, a parking-lot 
operator. 

A dozen automobiles in the lot 

. and street were smashed, One was 
flipped on its top by the blast. 
A. truck blew up. 


Tries Instrument Landing. 

The C-46 Curtis Commando 
plane, owned by United States 
Airlines, a cargo carrier, was try- 
ing for an instrument landing at 
New York International Airport, 
two miles from the crash scene. 

Eyewitnesses said wings of the 
plane appeared to fold downward 
just before the crash. 

Both of the two-man crew, the 
pilot, Capt. William B. Crockett, 
and the co-pilot, John Woerder- 
hoff, both of Fort Lauderdale, 
Fia., were killed.

Three crashes in nearby Eliza- 
beth, N.J., took a toll of 119 lives.

Today’s crash turned more than 
a block-long area into a scorch- 
ing inferno. 

Today's “death from the sky” 
crash resulted immediately in re- 
newed protests against planes 
flying low over city areas, partic- 
ularly in bad weather, and against | 
busy airports being located close 
to cities.

In Prettying Up Truce Talk Site 


By WILLIAM C. BARNARD 

PANMUNJOM, Korea, April 5 
(AP)—You can’t see the . truce 
talks for thé trees. 

Big shady trees, too. 

The Communists planted them 
overnight as part of their steady 
program of “keeping up with 
the capitalist Joneses.” Here’s a 
record of how that face-saving 
game has gone: 

1, The United Nations dele- 
gates, last November, began 
using sedans to travel to the truce 
talks when weather prevented 
use of helicopters. The Reds 
traveled in jeeps. Two months 
later the Reds had sedans. 

2. The U.N. command installed 
walks leading up to their en- 
trances to the conference tents. 
The Communists followed suit. 

3. In mid-winter, the U.N. com 
mand built two sentry boxes for 
military police who stand at at- 
tentia# in front of the truce tents, 


They were painted green. Not 
until Friday did the Communists 
show up with sentry boxes— 
painted with orange, white and 
olive green stripes. They looked 
so much like barber poles that 
the Americans laughed out loud. 
Apparently the Reds couldn't 
stand ridicule. Today the boxes 
were re-painted drab green. 

-4 Several weeks ago the Allies 
landscaped their walks with 
small, bushy trees. Next day the 
Reds lined their walks with neat- 
ly arranged bricks. | 

5. Recently the U.N. command 
planted more small, bushy trees. 
Today, Allied delegates arrived 
to find the enemy side of the 
conference tents a place trans- 
formed. It was studded with a 
dozen large shade trees. 

Not only that—the Communists 
had painted ev@ry one of the red 
bricks lining their walk in 
glistening white. ‘h

OIL STRIXE POSTPONED AGAIN; 
WSB HEARING HERE THURSDAY 


The threatened nation-wide oil 
‘strike has been postponed again, 
“for a reasonable time,” pending 
the outcome of hearings of two 
Wage Stabilization Board’ panels, 
one of which will open here next 
Thursday. Postponement of the 
strike was announced yesterday 
at Washington by O. A. Knight, 
president of the CIO Oilworkers 
Union and spokesman for a 22- 
union coalition formed to press 
wage demands on a national scale 
for 300,000 oil workers. President 
Truman certified the dispute to 
the Wage Stabilization Board in 
February to head off a paralyz- 
ing strike in the nation’s oil 
fields, pipelines and refineries.

Viewed in even the most charitable light, the 
disclosures concerning School Building Commis- ~ 
sioner V. Harry Rhodes and his $42,000 St. Louis “ 
county home are sufficient to impair public con- 
fidence in his judgment and destroy his useful- 
ness to the School Board. 

The report of the board's building committee 
on the matter makes this dishearteningly clear. 
The home itself, for example, was built by a firm 
which has been and is employed by_the board in 
construction of school buildings costing nearly 
$500,000. 

Mr. Rhodes as Building Commissioner was re- -__ 
sponsible for inspecting, supervising and recom- | 
mending acceptance of the firm’s public work. 
Moreover there are indications that the contrac- 
tor’s profit on Rhodes’ private job was less than 
might have been expected. 

The committee also looked with disapproval 
on the Commissioner’s use of his two top-level 

' assistants in the financial end of the deal. One 
assistant assumed liability for a $25,000 note 
during construction, and the other served as a 
straw party. 

In addition, other subordinates prepared plans 
and specifications for this private project in 
their off hours, and still others labored in or 
about the rebidence. Some of this work was of- 
fered gratuitously to the boss; some of it was 
paid for. 

In defense, Mr. Rhodes declares he is guilty 
of no impropriety and says he will fight what he 
describes as an attempt to discredit him and 
prevent his reappointment to the $11,000-a-year 
post. His term expires next July. 

Aside from the legality or illegality of this 
whole untidy situation, it is obvious that the 
Building Commissioner has indulged in an un- 
healthy mixing of public and private business, 
both between himself and the contractor, and 
between himself and his subordinates. The affair 
smacks of mink coats and deep freezes. 

This tends to bring into question the integrity 
not only of the building department but the 
whole school system. The public is bound to sus- 
pect that if such practices are tolerated in one 
area, the whole system may be contaminated. 

Mr. Rhodes has created this situation. It will 
not be alleviated until he goes. For his own good 
and for the good of the entire public school 
system, he should offer his resignation forthwith.

Newbold Morris, the investigator of corruption 
who never. got to investigate anything, has re- 
‘tired to private life with a feeling that his brief 
stay in Washington was not without accomplish- 
ment. As he told reporters: 


If it hasn’t accomplished anything else, we 
have gotten rid of Howard McGrath. And it 
took us only two months to do it. 


This ‘was something. It was not only that as 
Attorney General, McGrath first appointed and 
then fired Morris, or first promised him co-oper- 
ation and then obstructed him. McGrath showed 
no disposition to investigate corruption himself 
or to help anyone else investigate. 


Now that both McGrath and Morris are out, 
President Truman intends to leave the inquiry 
into the Justice Department to its new chief, 
James P. McGranery. No “outsiders” will be ap- 
pointed: No sweeping questionnaires, of the type 
which Morris tried to send to 595 officials, will 
be used either. 

What this means is that the investigation of 
the Justice Department will be left to that same 
department, or to its new head. It is not an 
auspicious way to investigate. But the Chelf sub- 
committee of the House is quietly at work, on 
the same subject. It is looking at the Justice De- 
partment from the top down. 

The principal hope that corruption will be ex- 
posed now lies with Congress, and notably with 
the Chelf subcommittee and its staff.

Once again, hopes are rising for a compromise 
that will end the long stalemate of the Korean 
truce talks. Similar hopes have been disappointed 
so often that all concerned will view the new 
developments with caution. But Gen. Ridgway’s 
statement that progress is being made warrants 


some degree of optimism. 


It cannot be emphasized too often that this 
strange testing in Korea demands of the Ameri- 
can people an extraordinary measure of patience 
and cool-headedness. Now and then the patience 
wears thin. Some people are disposed to say, as 
Senator Kefauver said in a recent interview, 
that our policy should be to set a time limit for 
the truce negotiations after which, if no settle- 
ment is reached, we should initiate military ac- 


tion “to bring the war to a conclusion.” 


Has Senator Kefauver weighed carefully the 
full implications of his statement? Does he have 
a clear idea of exactly what “ending the war” 


would mean? 


Most people think of “ending the war” in 
terms of a burst of explosive violence which 
would send the Communist armies reeling and 
produce a satisfactory peace, after which the 
U.N. forces could come home with flags flying 


and mission accomplished. 


All the evidence suggests that it would not be 
so simple. Even if the U.N. forces pushed to the 


war against the rack- 
ets from his seven- 
teenth floor office in 
downtown St. Louis. overlooking the Mis- 
sissippi river. Freund is putting action 
into a resolution passed by the American 
Bar Association at its convention last sum- 
mer. 

The bar, shuddering over the findings 
of the Kefauver Committee and its own 
Commission on Organized Crime, offered 
its assistance to state and local bar asso- 
ciations to help them clean house in their 
areas. 

The A.B.A. was particularly upset over 
the actions of some of its members— 
judges and prosecutors who were so con- 
veniently blind to the activities of gam- 
blers and other racketeers in their areas. 

Thus far, there has been no rush by 
the state and local bar associations to take 
advantage of the national bar’s offer, but 
it has not been for lack of pressure from 
Freund. 

Curiously, Freund has little background 
in crithinal law. He is a corporation lawyer 
who has handled but one criminal case in 
36 years of practice. He did, however, 
serve a four-year term on the St. Louis 
Police Board in the ’20s—a stint that won 
him and his colleagues the St. Louis Award 
for distinguished service to the community. 


To one local bar association official who 
claimed there was no situation in his area 
calling for A.B.A. action, Freund wrote: 

“Your letter reveals a feeling of cyni- 
cism and detachment concerning the im- 
portance of the full enforcement of the 
criminal laws. 

“You exhibit a sense of vexation and ir-

As a remedy for the situation, Freund— 
and the American Bar Association—feels 
that the disbarment of a few judges and 
prosecutors would have considerable effect. 

“There aren’t enough disbarments any- 
where,” Freund said. “If sanctions were 
applied against lawyers, judgés and prose- 
cuting attorneys, the whole condition would 


, be changed.” 


There has been one such disbarment in 
recent months—of a prosecutor in South- 
ern Illinois after state police G@eaned up 
gambling in the area. 

Freund does not place all the blame on 
the legal profession. Everyone is involved. 

“T’'m quite disappointed in the lack of 
will of practically everyone to do anything 
about these forces attacking our national 
integrity,” he said. 

He noted that there have been no real 
efforts on the part of the national admin- 
istration or Congress to do anything about 
the recommendations of the Kefauver 
Committee. 

“Take a look at this,” he said, tossing 
across his desk a page from the Congres- 
sional Record of January 24, It recounted 
the “passing over” of. four antigambling 
bills in the Senate at the request of Sena- 
tor McCarran of Nevada and Senator 
Schoeppel of Kansas.

The 35-year-old missionary-doc- 


‘tor son of a medical missionary 


couple in India brought colored 
movies and stories of north India 
to St. Louis last weekend. 

Dr. Carl E. Taylor, who was 
born in India, is the son of Dr. 
and Mrs. John C. Taylor, both 
physicians, of Roorkee. Some of 
his movies of the Punjab riots 
of 1947 showed all three Taylors 
giving aid to the horribly wound- 
ed and the starving among the 
Indian refugees. 

Dr. Carl Taylor spoke several 
times at Ladue Chapel and showed 
his film of the riots at a men’s 
luncheon sponsored by the Wel- 
fare Commission of Ladue Chapel. 
The commission gave him a check 


for $300 to buy supplies for his 
Indian medical college. 

In an interview, Dr. Taylor de- 
scribed the Punjab riots and re- 
marked, “Nobody could have made 
me believe the Indian people 
could be cruel. But the fierce and 
bloody fighting between the In- 
dian Moslems and Hindus shows 


what religious fanaticism leads to

when it is turned loose.” 

When Dr. Taylor returns to In- 
dia next fall, he will become pro- 
fessor of preventive medicine and 
public health at the Christian 


about 100 miles north of New 
Delhi. For a year and a half he 
has been doing graduate work at 
the Harvard Medical College. He 
was graduated from that college 
in 1945. He is now studying at 
Harvard under the Rockefeller 
Foundation. He will receive his 
Ph.D. in public health, in the 
field of viruses. : 
Hunter of Big Game. 

The medical college at Lud- 
hiana this year will* receive its 
first male students; it has always 
trained women doctors exclusive- 
ly. It is one of three Christian 
medical schools in India. 

Dr. Taylor is a big game hunt- 
er. His kill includes tigers, leop- 
ards and wild boar. He says the 
flesh of the wild boar is deli- 
cious. He is able to furnish much 
of the meat supply for his family 
table, including, besides the wild 
boar, antelope, pheasant and par- 
tridge.

MOSCOW, April 5 (UP)—The 
Soviet Union is prepared to order 
up to $1,250,000,000 worth of 
goods from the United States in 
the next two or three years, Mik- 
hail Nesterov, president of the 
Soviet Chamber of Commerce 
said today. 

Nesterov © told 450 delegates 
from 42 countries to the Soviet- 
sponsored international economic 
conference that Russia was ready 
to buy goods from the United 
States, Western Europe, South- 
east Asia, the Middle East and 
Africa amounting to. 15 billion 
rubles ($3,750,000,000) annually. 

Speaking of purchases from in- 
dividual countries he said Rus- 
sia was ready to order up to 
5 billion rubles worth of goods 
from the United States. 

To 1937 Level. 

Nesterov said Russia was ready 
to bring its trade with Britain to 
the 1937 level or about 2,500,- 
000,000 rubles worth of goods at 
present prices. Russia is inter- 
ested in buying British textiles, 
spices and herring, he said. 

He said trade with France 
could be increased six fold. Rus- 
sia wants to buy French me- 
chanical and electrical equipment, 
ships, rolled steel, essential oils 
and chemicals and to sell cereals,

WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP)— 
The House voted nearly two to 
one last night to prohibit the Gov- 
ernment from setting up a diplo- 
matic mission at the Vatican 
without Senate approval. 

The 159-to-82 vote was on a 
provision in the State Department 
appropriation bill denying the 


use of funds for any diplomatic 
mission “in any state or country” 
before the Senate has confirmed 
the top diplomatic official or 
chief of mission. 

Representative Preston (Dem.), 
Georgia, author of the provision, 
said its main purpose is to pre- 
vent President Truman from _ap- 
pointing an ambassador to the 
Vatican or from establishing a 
mission there during a congres- 
sional recess. 


Storm of Opposition. 


President Truman aroused a 
storm of opposition among Prot- 
estants last year by nominating 
Gen. Mark Clark to go to Vatican 
City as a full-fledged United 
States ambassador. 

Clark later withdrew his name,

The Truman moves led to pro- 
tests from a number of Protestant 
organizations that the principle of 
separation of church and state 
Was endangered.

Company Today—Sees 
Little Use in Joint 
Meetings Now.

NEW YORK, April 5 (AP)—A 
federal mediator indicates that he 
does not expect a quick settle- 
ment in the nation-wide Western 
Union strike, now in its third day. 

The company says it already has 
restored service in 48 cities—a 
claim which the striking AFL 
Commercial Telegraphers union 
discounts as “typical propaganda.” 

Federal mediator J. L. Man- 
delbaum said in Washington last 


night that he planned to start 
talks with company executives in 
New York today. He said he 
would return to Washington, prob- 
ably in the middle of next week, 
to resume conferences there with 
the union. 

Mandelbaum said he could not 
see much use in joint meetings 
now. 

As Mandelbaum sought a settle- 
ment in the wage dispute, other 
Government circles were glum 
over the prospect of a long strike. 

Company Report on Service. 

Company spokesmen in New 
York seemed optimistic last night 
as they announced the restora- 
tion of service among 48 cities— 
six more than were reported op- 
erating in the morning. 

The company also said a “mush- 
rooming back-to-work movement” 
had started spontaneously. It said 
employes sent “ready to go” mes- 
sages from North Carolina, Flori- 
da, Mississippi, Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky, West Virginia, and. other 
states. 

But Western Union gave no re- 
port on what percentage of tele- 
grams was getting through in 
these areas and in other strike- 
bound parts of the system. 

In many cities, the company 
said, supervisory employes were 
manning wire facilities and some 
employes were disregarding union 
warning of a $100 fine for cross- 
ing picket lines. 

Union officers say their 31,000 
members were holding solid. 

Union View of Reports. 

Joseph J. Lenahan, a union 
official, said here last night that 
the company’s reports of restored 
service were intended as camou- 
flage for strike-breaking activity. 
Lenahan said the company was 
sending strike-breakers from New 
York to other areas. 

The strike, Western Union’s 
first national walkout in 33 years, 
has brought an increase in long- 
distance telephone calls as well as 
air mail and special delivery mail. 

A strike threat by telephone 
workers in several states compli- 
cates the communications picture. 
The telephone workers, who have 
set a Monday strike deadline in 
their wage talks, are not involved 
in the Western Union dispute. 
The striking Western Union 
telegraphers are asking for wage 
boosts, shorter hours, and other 
benefits which would amount to 
an estimated 50-cent-an-hour pack- 
age increase. Present wages av- 
erage between $1.53 and $1.63 an 
hour. 


LEGAL WRITER SAYS MISSOURI

How to Hang Wallpaper 


By Elizabeth Hillyer 


MATEURS who hang wall- 
A paper say it isn’t as diffi- 
cult as they thought it would

USE A PLUMB LINE to start 
the first strip of paper straight. 
Chalk the line, thumb tack it to 
the ceiling molding and snap it 
against the wall to leave a guide 
line (2). 

Then learn the trick of measur- 
ing wallpaper strips as shown in 
sketch 3. Hold the top of the strip 
at. the ceiling molding and roll it 
down to the baseboard. This is 
the easiest way to determine strip 
lengths and helps to match the 
pattern at the seams as you go 
along. Allow extra paper at both 
ends of the strip. 

Both measure and paste one 
strip at a time. Apply paste even- 
ly over a section of the strip, 
then fold the paper over (4). 


Paste and fold over as many > 


times as necessary. 
x * 


START THE PAPER in the 
center of a large wall area or at 
a door or window frame, but 


when it is started at a frame, let 
the paper overlap the frame edge 
to be trimmed off (5) because 
frame edges are seldom perfectly 
straight. This overlap and extra 
paper at both the top and bottom 
of the strip are necessary to avoid 
being caught short because of ir- 


. regularities of wood work. Use a 


dry brush to push the paper into 
woodwork edges, fold overlaps 
back and/trim them off with a 
trimmer or razor blade. Remem- 
ber, too, to turn a corner with a 
strip of paper rather than to try 
to make seams meet there. 

To make a professional wire 
seam, lap the paper a mere wire 
width. Use the dry brush again 
to pat the edge of the paper down 
as it overlaps the strip on the 
wall. 

Finish the.seam (6) with a seam 
roller to squeeze out extra paste 
and use both hands, one with a 
damp cloth following the one with 
the roller. The few tools needed 
are inexpensive and can be had 
alone or in kits at any wallpaper 
store.

Read Aloud 


To Improve 
Your Voice 


HERE are wonderful recita- 

tions and readings available 

on recordings. Listen to any 
of them and you'll be inspired to 
try reading aloud yourself. What 
such practice can-do to your con- 
versational voice is exactly what 
should happen to any woman who 
aspires to be a charmer. 

While reading, you can concen- 
trate on your delivery. When you 
are talking and ad-libbing, most 
of your mental powers are natu- 
rally involved in the content of 
your speech. That’s why reading 
aloud is so valuable to all who 
wish to correct any flaws in their 
voice and its projection, 
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WHETHER you are reading 
aloud to a group or solo in your 
own room, or whether you are 
conversing, the object is to pro- 
ject your voice in a manner that 
gives the most meaning to what 
you are voicing. But, since you 
are not creating the ideas, merely 
illuminating them, while you read 
you can give far more attention 
to your manner of speaking— 
your interpretation of what you 
are saying. 

However, to give meaning to 
the nuances of what you are read- 
ing, your mind must first grasp 
the portent. Before you can do 
this, your eye must take hold. 
Poor eye habits are the first ob- 
stacle to oral reading. Let's ex- 
amine yours now. 

Turn to the editorial page of 
the paper. Silently read the lead 
article. When finished, ask your- 
self two questions: Did your eyes 
go back over a word or a line 
several times? Did your eyes 
Pause on each word? 

An affirmative answer to either 
question proves that your eyes 
need training. Any hesitation by 
the eye in reading is responsible 
for halting reading by the mind 
and thence by the voice. 
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TO CORRECT THIS FAULT, 
read silently, keeping your eyes 
moving smoothly across the line. 
Discipline your vision to take in 
at least half of a long line or all 
of a short line in one glance. Do 
not allow yourself to stare at 
each or any letter or word and 
never back-track. 

If you’re the rare reader whose 
eyes do. not stumble or hesitate, 
read a second editorial aloud. If, 
at the end, you cannot honestly 
say that your eye was at least a 
half a line ahead of your voice, 
practice until it is. If you're 
“eye” perfect, spend all your oral 
reading time on perfecting your 
vocal equipment and style.

Clearly, South had good hearts, 
and he probably had some sorf€ of 
fitting ho.ors in his partner’s 
suits. He hadn’t bid spades at any 
time and so couldn’t be both long 
and strong in that suit. The ortho- 
dox thing fér West to do, of 
course, if he led spades, was to 
lead the low card, but West had 
two excellent reasons for being 
unorthodox. First, he wanted to

EFORE I leave my ’round-the-

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Your Food Problems 
Preparing Crepes Suzette 
ao aay By Edith. Barber ~~ 
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_ PINEAPPLE-CRANBERRY CREPES SUZETTE 


F you've ever ordered Crepes 

Suzette at a restaurant, you 

know with what flourish the 
sauce is prepared before your 
eyes in the dining room. The 
crepes are baked in the kitchen, 
rolled and dipped in the sauce 
before they are served. 


Perhaps, because of all the 
fanfare, we think of them as 
being a difficult type of dessert 
to prepare. If each pancake is 
baked separately, as it ‘must be 
by the original recipe (which 
calls for the use of a small fry- 
ing pan) it does take some time. 

“T have developed a crepes-like 
recipe; “however, that will bake 
very well on a griddle. The cakes 
are slightly thicker than those 
prepared in the individual frying 
pan, but are tender and delicious. 


I tasted “Pancakeys” first in 
Guatemala where they were a 
specialty at an inn at Lake Atit- 
lan, They were so delicious that 
I asked permission to go to the 
kitchen and see them prepared. 


Of course, I had to experiment 
a little until I got a mixture of 
the proper texture’ to bake on 
the griddle, four or five at a 
time. In Guatemala, these were 
served at breakfast with honey 
or syrup but they may be spread 
with jelly or jam and-put to- 
gether in layers. Or, they can be 
dipped in an orange sauce and 
served flat, as they are too thick 
to roll well. ' 

A thinner crepes may be baked 
in the frying pan and served with 
a fruit sauce. The use of a pan- 
cake mix instead of plain flour 
makes a fluffy, tender cake. 

Atitian Pancakeys. 

Three-fourths cup sifted flour, 


one-half teaspoon salt, one tea- 
spoon baking powder, two eggs, 
three-fourths cup water, two 
tablespoons butter or margarine. 

Sift together the flour, salt and 
baking powder. Beat egg whites 
and yolks separately. Stir egg 
yolks into egg whites. Fold in 
the flour alternately with the 
water. Beat in the melted fat. 
Drop by tablespoons on hot 
griddle and bake on both sides. 
Spread half the cakes with 
orange marmalade or with jam or 
jelly. Cover with remaining 
cakes and serve at once. 

Pineapple-Cranberry Crepes. 

One cup grushed pineapple, 
1 cup cranberry sauce (if canned 
cranberry saucé is used, add one 
tablespoon lemon juice), one- 
half teaspoon cinnamon, two 
tablespoons butter or margarine, 
one-half teaspoon salt, two eggs, 
beaten, one cup milk, one-half 
cup pancake mix. 

Combine pinepapple, cranberry 
sauce, cinnamon, butter or mar- 
garine and salt. Simmer sauce 
for 15 minutes. For crepes: Com- 
bine beaten eggs and milk. Beat 
in ‘pancake mix with rotary egg 
beater until batter is smooth. 
For each crepe, place one-half 
teaspoon butter, or margarine in 
a six-inch frying. pan. Heat until 
butter bubbles. Pour in two 
tablespoons batter and tilt pan 
until bottom is coated. Bake un- 
til browned on underside, Turn 
and bake on other side. Keep 
crepes hot on a baking sheet in 
warm oven. Put two tablespoons 
hot sauce at edge of each crepe. 
Roll up jelly-roll fashion. Pour 
remaining hot sauce over filled 
crepes, sprinkle with confection- 
er’s sugar and serve warm.
